Custer said the Mitsubishi Motor Corp, 
handles only the production and distribution of

Question3: Ofthe 25 people who did vote, 22 said they were 
well-informed about the election; three said they were not. 

Question 4; Of the five students who did not vote, four said 
they did know about the clection, one said he did not, 

Qucstion S: 25 said they were involved in student activitics: 
five said they were not. 

It should be noted the 25 students who.vated were not the 
same 25 who said they were involved in campus activities.

According toa 1990 survey by the Ameri- 
can Health Association, one in every 500 
college students tested positive forthe human 
immunodeficiency (FIV) virus. 

“That docs not mean they have AIDS,” 
said Ruth Hanon, supervisor of Health Ser- 
vices, “it means they have been exposed to 
AIDS. 

“The survey was done across the country, 
but UNO would probably be atthe low end of 
the statistics because we are in the Midwest,” 
she said, 

Statistics indicated the highest number of 
college students who tested positive for the 
HIV virus were on both coasts. 

Every department at UNO deals with 
people, and they nced to know about infec- 
tious diseases, Hanon said. The laboratory 
sciences and food service necd to be espe- 
cially carcful and aware of the dangers of 
infectious discases, 

Inreactiontothatrealization, UNOimple- 
mented an infectious discase policy last 
month. 

Hanon said Bducational Student Services 
initially designed the policy three ycars ago. 

“The process was along one because there 
wasinput from somany departments andalso 
from students,” she added. 

' UNO referred to the American College 
Health Association guidelines and surveyed 
other colleges and major institutions. The 
majority of colleges alrcady have a written 
infectious disease policy, according to the 
American College Health Association Ace 
ton Newsletter. 

The policy deats with the protection of the 
rights and welfare of faculty, staff, students 
and other members of the public who have 
contact with the university. 

The policy’s five main principles are: 

¢ UNO will be guided by legal require- 
ments and existing Center for Disease Con- 
trol guidelines concerning infectious diseases 
inmaking decistons regarding these discases. 

¢ Decisions will be made, with the advice 
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of medical doctors and other knowledgeable 
university staff, to protect the [earning envie. 
ronmentofthe university, the university com- 
munity and the infected individual. 

« A faculty, staff or student with a conta. 
gious infection, particutarly an employee or 
student with direct contact with others, hasan 
obligation to prevent spread of the infection. 
However, the affected faculty, staff or stu- 

dent is under no obligation to disclose his or 
her medical history unless warranted by pub- 
lic safety concern, job accommodation, etc. 

° To protect the UNO community, it is 
recommended that a faculty, staff or student 
afflicted with an infectious discase contact 
Health Services for referral and counseling. 
As withall medical concerns, confidentiality 
will be respected, except as required by law. 

e The University’s commitment to non- 
diseriminatory weatment will be a guide for 
faculty, staffand students, While this applics 
toall who fiave an infectious discase, special 
mention for thoscidentificd as HIV antibody 
positive, those having ARC (AIDS related 
complex) or AIDS, or for those perceived as 
having AIDS is warranted. 

“(The policy) wasdesigned to help faculty 
andstaffdcal with theidca ofa studenthaving 
HIV and what action to take,” Hanon said. 
“Butit’sagainstthelaw todiscriminateagainst 
somcone with HIV.” 

By law, medical professionals mustrepart 
any cascs of diseases such as chickenpox, 
AIDS and sexually wansmitted diseases to 
the Douglas County Health Department. 

“No one else would be notificd that a 
person has AIDS except for those who were 
in intimate contact with him or her,” Hanon 
said. “Confidentiality will be respected, ex- 
cept as required by law.” 

All infectious discases are covered in the 
policy. “If there was a meastes epidemic we 

would follow the policy,” shosaid. 3 . 

The faculty senate and the university law 
yer had to approve the policy before it was 
sent to deans, directors, department chairs 
and the University Committee on Student 

Affairs,

Walter Bacon had an unexpected and un- 
wanted front row seat for the recent Romanian 
civil war, 

Bacon, UNO professor of political science, 
was in Bucharest, Romania from Sept. 23 
through Oct, 4 as part of a UNO delegation 
visiting officials from Romania’s Al. I. Cuza 
University. 

Thevisit wasmorecventful than he planned, 
Bacon toldanaudieneointheStudentCenteron 
Oct. 17. 

Bacon said fic arrived in Bucharest as thou- 
sands of miners and other citizens staged a 
massive resistance tothoruling National Saiva- 
tion Front. The protestors also demanded the 
resignation of Romanian Prime Minister Perse 
Reman, 

Bacon said he remembered the cries of the 
rioters for improved wages and living condi- 
tions. Explosionsof Molotov cocktails, ahome- 
made explosive, and teargas eccurred in the 
strects below his hotel window. “Catching the 
occasional acrid whiff of tcargas, I decided to 
write down what was happening, just in case I 
became a victim of the violence,” he said. 

Bacon wrote much of what he saw by flashe 
light on the floor of his room in the Triumf 
Hotel, near the ccnter of Bucharest. 

Baconrecounted what he wrotc on Sept. 24: 
“Quite suddenly, the explosions became closer 
and more frequent, At 11:30 p.m., the crowd 
noise grew very loud, An explosion shook my 
window, and I smelled teargas. I wrapped my 


headina wettowel, and stayed near the floor. 2 
really began to fecl nauseous.” 

Bacon said by 2 a.m. the crowd had moved 
away fromhishotel. He wenttothishoicl lobby 
and contacted. the U.S. Embassy. A Marine 
sergeanttherctold Bacon torcmain in thehotel, 

Bacon said hie took the advice of the hotel’s 

night clerk, 

“He urged me get out of town while the 
gelling was good,” hesaid, \ 

Leaving town was difficult and cosily. 

Bacon said he arranged transporiation tothe 
airport with the help of a hotel porter. He paid 
the porter$20.  * 

Whentheporterdidn’tshowup, Bacon, with 
another $20, persuaded the hotel’s restaurant 
managertomakethetrip. Notfarfromtuichotel, 
Baconandhisdriver saw the corpscofastudent 
lying in the street, 

“We were stopped by a group of miners,” 
Bacon said. “They asked whol was, where was 
I going, and was i taking pictures. 1 explained 
who I was, and that I was there to help the 
country.” 

Baconsaidheconcealedhiscamera fromthe 
miners, 

‘The miners let them continue their journey, 
andthetwomen arrived safely atthe Bucharest 
airport. Bacon took a mem to last where Cuza 
University is focated. 

On Sept. 27, Roman stepped down duc to 
threats from the protestars, 

Bacon said he blames much of Romania’s 
unrest on the policics of the formercommunist 
dictator Nicolac Ceausescu who was ousted in

for the cruelty and stupidity of its social and 
cultural policies.”

But 
they do have the ability to make things exportable,” Hill said, 
“For example, they do have good meat.” 

Trussell added, “A friend of mine at ConAgra told me his 
company is interested in importing canned hams from Roma- 
nia.” 

Romanian textiles and wines arc other products that could 
become competitive on the world market, he said, 

During their visit, tie group wasabletotravel freely through- 
out the country, TrusscHl said. 

“There was a military presence, especially at the airport 
where we landed. But we were free to move around the country. 
We went past many military checkpoints, but they were all 
vacant, It’s a much freer society,” he said. 

Communicating with the Romanian professors and students 
was NOt a serious problem either, Trussell said. 

“We didhave an interpreter with us throughout the visit. But 
we necded the interpreter more for their facutty than for the 
students,” hic said, : 

Romanian students study two languages in college, usually 
French and English, Trussell said. 

Cuza University has an enrollment of 23,000 students, in- 
cluding 2,000 majoring in economic scicnce, their term for 
business studies, he said. 

“Theirstudent/tcacher ratiois much better thanours, Histori- 
cally,collegesincommunistcountricshave hadtarge faculties,” 
Trussell said. 

UNO may invite Cuza University students to come to UNO 
in the future, Trussell said.

activation of white blood cells can trigger the 
spread of the AIDS virus, 

‘The research is reported in the Oct 18 edi- 
tion of the journal Sctence, 

Thestudy wasdonceby Dr, Mario Stevenson 
and Dr, Michacl Bukrinsky, both members of 
the Med Center’s pathology/microbiology de- 
partment. 

Stevenson is an associate professor, and 
Bukrinsky is an instructor. 

‘The while blood cells involvedarolympho- 
cytcs called T-cells. The majority of lympho- 
cytes in healthy individualsaro inactive ornon- 
dividing cells. 

When the AIDS virus enters the body, it 
takes up residence in the lymphocytes, Once 
there, itis forced to sit donnant within the cell 
and cannotspread and grow unless thelympho- 
cytes become active and start to divide and 
multiply. Whenthelymphocytesarecalledinto 


action to batils a cold, the flu or an infection, 
they become active, 
Asthelymphocytesdivideand multiply, the 
AIDS virus is released. tt completes its fife 
cycle, killstholymphocytc and goesontoinfect 
other cclls, 

Opportunistic infections are able to stimu- 
late the growth of non-dividing T-cells. When 
they do, they push the lymphocytes intoaction, 
releasing the dormant AIDS virus. 

“Wenow understand one ofthekcy molecus 
lar mechanisms by which opportunistic infec- 
tionscanactivate the AIDS virusandaccelerate 
disease progression,” Stevenson said, 

Thonextstep willbe tofinda way tokeepthe 
immunesystem frecofopportunisticinfeetions 
that tigger T-ccll division, 

“By doing SO, WS Can keep the AIDS virus 
focked in the lymphocytes in adormant state,” 
Stevenson said, 

This is casicr said than done, he said, since 
infections, colds, flus and virusts are a part of 
the normal environment, 

“Our next task is to identify what the cell 
activation process provides that is so crucial to 
completion of the viral life cycle,” ho added. 

“Once we better understand which factors 
are required for activation of the virus from the 
dormantsiate, wean begin to devise interven- 
tion strategies targeted to this critical step in 
virus replication.”

The UNO wrestling team is coming off what may have been 


their best season ever. The 1990-98 team won the North Central 


Conference (NCC)and Division HI National Toumaments forthe 
first time ever, had cight wrestlers qualify for the Nationa 
Tournament, and had six All-Americans. 

Head Coach Mike Denney was also named NCC and Divi- 
sion 1! Coach of the Year, 

So what does Denney do for an encore? 

One thing you won't find him doing is setting his sights on 
another national | championship. 

“Pm always tying to discourage our wrestlers from setting 
goats like (winning a national championship). Our main goat is 
to have a good performance from every person, no matter who 
we have in the lineup,” Denney said, 

The Mavericks fost seven seniors from last year’s squad, 
including five All-Americans. Gone are Ted Nelson at 118 
pounds (All-American), 134-pounder Chuck Valgora, 142- 
pounderScottRuff(NCCandNational Champion), 167-pounder 
Jessie Smith (NCC champion and All-American), Joc 
Wypiszenski at 177 pounds (NCC champion and four-time All- 
American), 190-pounderPatGentzlerQNCC andNationalCham- 
pion), and heavyweight Jason Franklin, All were starters for at 
[cast two years. 

Despite losing those seven wrestlers, Denney feels experi- 
ence is one of the strengths of this year’s team. 


“People don’s really know about the guys we've got, but 
we've gota fot of expericnee because we have a ton of fourth- 
ycar juniors and fifth-year seniors,” he said, 

“A lot of tcams will took at us and think we can't be 
competitive after losing that many guys, but I think we're going 
to surprise them. We're not rebuilding, just reloading. It’s not 
like we're going from a high caliber bullct to a smaller caliber, 
cither.”

“I keep telling the guys last year was last year, and that’s 
behind us. This is this year. But I don’t want them to forget the 
tradition we've builtor whatit takes to perform ata higher level. 

We 
don’t want to be just a flash in the dark.” ~ 

“This year, our key is that the people who have the epportu- 
nity have tosteptothe front. Ifthathappens, we're going tohave 
onc heck of a team.” 

CGne wrestler who stepped to the front last scason was 126- 
pounder Marc Bauer, ° 

Bauercame on strong attheend of last season, qualifying for 
the national tournament. Once there, the unseeded Bauer pulled 
offseveral upsctstoplace seventhandbecomean All-American, 

Anotherretuming All-American isMark Passerat 134 pounds, 
Passer wasan All-American in 1989, but sat out last season, He 
faces a tough challenge from Billy Gicnn, last ycar’s starter at 
134 pounds, Glenn posteda 19+18-1 record last season, and just 
missed qualifying for the national toumament. 

“Billy and Mare are two of our four seniors, and both have 


shown great Icadership. We feel confident with cither one of 
them at that spot for us,” Denney said. 

Another senior Denney is high on is 142-pounder Kevin 
Phelps. 

“I would say one of the keys to this team is Kevin Phelps. 
Kevin is definitely a leader on this tcam and a very tough 
competitor. Ee is coming back from shoulder surgery carly this 
fall,and keeping him freeof injuries willbe veryimportant,” said 
Denney. 

The other senior is 158-pounder Blake Ford, a juniorcollege 
transfer who qualified for the national tournament for the Mavs 
last scason. 

“T expect Blake to really come through for us this year,” 
Denney said. “We tell our young guys and our junior college 
transfers that they need to get a year under their belts in the 
NCC to geta feel of how tough this conference is. Blake has 
that year under his belt, and we're looking for good things 
from him.” 

Denney says he's looking for good things from the entire 
team this season. | 

“T have a feeling like we're a Top Five team. I sce no real 
weakness¢s that ws have, We appcar to be really solid. We just 
don’tknow whatourpotentialisyct. Ithinkitwillbeancnjoyable 
year, and I’m really looking forward to it.”
